Florida Cabbage 


Now Get Entrance: 


To Canada Marts 


Big Demand For Sweet Corn 
Develops. Vegetable Move- 
ment Heavy 


Florida growers ol cabbage 
should be some what benefitted 
as the result of an act of the 
Canadian Goveynment in re- 
moving the barrier agairst Uni- 
ted States grown cabbage. The 
government however, does re- 
tain controls so far as fixing 
the wholesale rates. Florida cab- 
bage took a big jump in de- 
mand 'of the past week, and 
price likewise shot up, too, so 
that the cabbage operators are 
happy. Other green goods con- 
tinued steady in demand and at 
prices which have held during 
most of the season. The sweet 
corn deal also continues to be 
favorable along all lines. 

Now that the truckers seem- 
ed to have captured about 50 
percent of the vegetable move- 
ment, the rail systems are be- 
ginning to show signs of fight- 
ing. back. Several rail systems 
have petitioned the ICC to be 
permitted to lower their freight 
rates on such commodities 
Steps are being taken to secure 
tighter truck relations, by 
means of new legislation, 
through the state Legislatures. 

The spring crop over in the 
Pompano region has passed its 
peak, as out shipments by rails, 
showed a big decline during the 
past week. Potato shipments are 
now flowing freely from the 
Dade county areas, 

Florida State market reports 
cite that 4,895,000 crates of win- 
ter celery will be shipped out 
of the state, about 23 percent 
Jess than the same period in 
1948. Around 3500 acres of 
spring celery have been planted 
for late season harvesting.

FIRE CONTROL LAW 
HAS REAL TEETH 
FOR ENFORCEMENT 

Under a declaration of fire as 
a "commong enemy" and the 
creating of emergencies by fire 
the State Legislature has passed 
a law that has real teeth in it. 

It's unlawful to "set and-or 
start, fires"; owners, lessees, 
tenants or other occupants are 
responsible for existence of 
fires and must “eliminate and 
extinguish” them from any 
cause whether of their own ac- 
count or from other sources; 
its unlawful to even stack or 
pile or to allow to accumulate 
any brush, trash;or other in- 
flamable material withim 100 
feet of “any highway, road, or 
canal. 

When you get a permit from 
the Fire Control Board it does 
not relieve any person for dam-

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WHO IS WAHINGTON'S BOSS? 

In late September, the Times Herald of Dállas, Texas pub- 
lished an outstanding editorial under the title SELF-HELP WILL 
CURB WASHINGTON'S POWER. Here is the text of it: "Many, 
if not most, Americans complain of the continuing centralization 
of power at Washington. And many are the solutions for this 
problem offered, especially in ti political year, Some of these 
are highly Complex. Others are more simple. 

"W. G. Vollmer, president of the Texas & Pacific Railroad, 
offered a simple solution this week in a talk to laymen of the 
First Methodist Church. It would be hard to find one more 
effective, if it were carried out. 

“Mr, Vollmer's solution was t 
so often seeking money and favors.’ 

"He laid down this prohibition for American communities, 
saying they must solve their local problems is freedom in this 
country is to b preserved, but we may be sure he would extend 
it to private corporations and to individuals also. The record 
shows these, too, continually run to Washington for money and 
other aid, just as states, cities, towns and hamlets do." 

“So long as we look to Washington for everything from 3 
billion- dollar grant to advice on how to keep our hair fron 
faling out. Washington is going to try to meet our dei 
To do so, it must have the power.” 
"If we want to curb that power, let's stop asking-M"Tor so 
much." 

This comment so impressed John N. Garner, former vice- 
president of the United States, that he wrote the Times Herald it 

"is one of the soundest editorials I have 
It every paper in Texas, yes, in the United States, would follow 
suit and continue to repeat I believe we (would) get results. 

The present burden of taxation is largely the result of the 
attitude of the people that the Federal Treasruy is a grab bag for 
anybody and any community, We have made the government 
the biggest of all bankers, and an operator of business. The stage 
is now set to further enlarge its activities and increase taxes for

Guy Bender, chief of the Ev- 
erglades Fire Control District 
is most apprehensive as to the 
danger of fires in the eleven 
|county area, and he is urging 
lextreme caution be used to pre- 
vent fires, He" stresses that ci- 
gar stumps, cigarette snipes and 
matches be extinguished before 
they are thrown away, 
none of these ‘should ever be 
thrown from automobiles on the 
side of the highway, or into 
dry grasses or leaves if in the 
woods. 

Chief Bender reports that his 
crews are now busy fighting 
two bad fires, one down in Bro 
ward county and the otaer in 
Palm Beach’ county. north 
Twenty mile bend, east of the 
Palm Beach canal; in addition 
to other smaller blazes in the 
district. Seven incipilent fires 
were located on Sunday, 
could have developed into dis- 
astrous fires.

. A fnew type, self-aeriating 
tank truck designed to transport 
adult fish from one of Florida 
to the other . with practically 
no mortality has been pur- 
chased by the State Game and 
Fresh Water Commission, 
Chief Fisheries Biologist John 
F. Dequine said today the truck, 
containing 36 individual stain- 
less steel tanks, is equipped with 
a continuous circulating water! 
stem and is insulated to ii 
sure constant temperature in 
each compartment. 
The new “$8,000 distribution 
unit will transport over 360 
pounds of fish on a three-day 
journey in hot weather with 
no deaths enroute, Dequine 
said, The death rate was ex-
